degiees, in tablo knives and large 
shears to 530 degrees, in swords and 
watch springs to 550 degrees, in fine 
saws and augers to CCO degrees and for 
band and pit saws to 600 degrees, or to 
three times tho greatest heat of the sun 
felt on thia eaith. 


At 300 to 350 degrees soft steel and 


iron become much deteriorated in power 
to resist percussive action and strain, 
but their temperature can nevei be 
raised to such a degree as this by the 
heat of the sun. —New York Herald.

REPUBLICAN CHARGES VNFOUSTDKD 


Several persons met in secret con- 


clave in Beno and organized a Eepub- 
lican Club. Their right to do this is 
undisputed though political organiza- 
tions which fear the light of d-<y have 
always been looked upon with suspic- 
ion. The 1r3t intimation the public 
had of tho organization was through 
the JOURNAL, which was informed by an 
old resident of Eeno, formerly a Be- 
publican, that he was refused admis- 
sion to tho meeting. The next was 
from the 
Gazette Publishing Company 


which announced that the following 
among other resolutions, had been 
evolved at the meeting: 


"That we, the undersigned voters of 


Washoe county, take steps at once 
looking to the organization of a Repub- 
lican Club at Keuo, and invite other 
precincts in the county to do the same; 
believing as we do that past and pres- 
ent events demand of all good citizens 
to be up in arms against f urtuer tariff 
tinkering of the party in power, whica

These precautions proved 
effective 


and the Insurgents in the face of th 
formidable array of American vessel; 
made but a feeble attempt to hinde 
the Amy's progress to the wharf. 


No guns were opened on her by Da 


Gama's vessel, and, as a matter o 
course, the American vessels did no 
fire upon the Insurgent ships. The In 
surgent protest consisted of this: Af 
the Amy got abreast of the Gunabara a 
marine on the last-named vessel aimec 
a musket at her and flred, and two 
musket shots were flred at the Gunna 
bara and 
Trajano from the Amy's 


escort, the Detroit, in return. This was 
all the firing done during the Amy's 
trip and it was enough. All opposition 
ceased at once, and the use of heavy 
guns was not considered necessary a' 
any time. 


BENHAJl'S STATEMENT. 


"The Insurgent forces on Cobras 


Island last Friday flred upon 
flying the United States flag, 
tested to Admiral 
the action, and his 
he had warned the 
ship, when at the bar at Bio, as to the 
whereabouts of the danger line. I then 
ordered Da Gama to cease firing. 


" Both guns on the Island of Cobras 


and the guns of the Insurgent warship 
Trajano opened fire on Saturday upon 
the bark Agate, a vessel hailing from 
New York.

NEW YOKE, January 31.—The bank 


officials here have reached the conclu- 
sion that it would be a mistake to 
allow the Government bond issue to 
fail for lack of support. They fear if 
the issue is not taken Carlisle will en- 
deavor to secure authority to coin the 
seigniorage silver in the 
Treasury. 


They also fear the failure would have a 
bad effect upon the present govern- 
ment, therefore President King of the 
Union Trust Company has undertaken 
to form a syndicate and bid for the en- 
tire issue at an up-set price. It is 
understood Bussell Sage and Presidant 
Olcott of the Central Trust Company 
will co-operate, and the movement is 
likely to be successful. The syndicate 
has already agreed to take $25,000,000.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Allen and Hoar Support Stewart's Reso- 


lution—The Internal Revenue and 
Income Tax Attacned to the "Wilson 
BUI. 
WASHINOTCN, January 31.—In the 


Senate Stewart's resolution denying 
the authority of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue the proposed bo ids 
came up. Allen took the floor to reply 
to Sherman's argument of yesterday. 
He declared the authority to issue 
bonds under the Resumption Act was 
not a continuing power and ceased 
with its first exercise. 


Hoar followed Allen. He said: "In 


my opinion bonds issued and sold by 
the Treasury Department under exist- 
ing circumstances will be illegal, and 
will carry no constitutional or lawful 
obligation on the part of the Govern- 
ment for their payment." 


In the House the day was devoted to 


debate under the five-minute rule, the 
whole internal revenue amendment 
being open to amendment. 


Tate offered an amendment striking 


out the sections relating to the tax on 
whisky, increase of the bonded perioc 
and the manner of collecting the tax 
Tate explained that if the amendment 
was adopted the law would remain as 
it is. 


Outhwaite offered an amendment to 


an amendment to increase tax on 
whisky from 90 cents to $1, when in 
bond one year, $1 10 when in bond two 
years, $1 30 when in bond three years, 
the bonded period to cease at the end 
of that time. He said he did not intend 
to press the amendment. The pro- 
visions of the bill are wrong. 


In the interest of reform, a few days 


ago, 
the bounty on sugar was abolished 


Now it was proposed to give a bounty 
to the whisky industry, to increase the 
bonded period from three years to 
eight at a cost of 10 cents a gallon. 


Onthwaite's substitute was lost—1 


to 87. 


Dingley's amendment to restore the 


provisions of the existing law, with 
reference to tbe bonded period, making 
it 3 instead of 8 years, was carried—105 
to 80. This leaves the bonded period 
as it is and increases the tax from 90 
cents to $1. 


Eland's substitute to permit the ex- 


tension of the bonded period beyond 
three years by paying into the United 
States Treasury the cost of exportation 
and reimportation was lost.

Mansions would be built along its route 
too. 
The constr action of such a road- 


way would give employment to hun- 
dreds of thousands of workmen and 
keep them busy for two years at least. 


I do not believe that it is a mere 


Utopian dream. 
Anybody -wh.e has 


been in the City of Mexico and has seen 
tho superb boulevard leading for miles 
out from that city, with its giant eu- 
calyptus trees and other monuments, can 
readily imagine what a magnificent 
thing such a boulevard would be. En- 
gineers will tell you that the idea is 
practical, and that the cost would be 
nothing compared to the benefit that 
would accrue from its construction."

CLEVER AND UNIQUE. 


A Counterfeit 850 Bill That Is a Fen and 


Ink Sketch ou Government Paper. 


Thomas T. Callahan of the govern- 


ment secret service department was in 
Brooklyn the other day looking for an 
exceedingly clever counterfeiter, who 
recently counterfeited a $50 bill, using 
only pen and ink. The paper was the 
regular silk fiber paper, made only l)y 
the government. The covinterfeit bill 
was passed on a New York bank and 
was only detected when it reached the 
subtreasury and it was found that the 
word '' Series'' had been omitted. There 
is no clue to the artist. 


This unique counterfeiter is supposed 


to bo a man who has for years defied 
the efiorta of the United States secret 
service officers to detect him. 
There 


are npecimens of his work on exhibition 
in Washington. His work has always 
been bo perfect that it was almost im- 
possible to detect a bill he made from 
tho genuine article. It is all done with 
a pen and ink and on the same quality 
paper that is used in the genuine bills. 
Tho great difficult in tho way of his 
capture is that be has no tools. He is 
an artist. 
Ho sits clown and draws a 


bill as an artist draws n picture. Even 
if he was captured iu his room with a 
bill in his possession, there might be 
no evidence to convict him, us ho could 
say he had received it from somebody 
else. It must require a long time for 
him to complete a single bill, and the 
skill he displays at his work is an indi- 
cation that if ho devoted his talents to 
honest employment he would make more 
money. 


Transatlantic Mail Service. 


The discussion of the question of 


American mail routes, which is peren- 
nially revived in the English newspa- 
pers, has at last taken a common sense 
turn. The British postal authorities are 
being roundly denounced because they 
refuse to send the mails in fast steam- 
ers unless they carry the British flag. 
Twice last month the Saturday mails 
were sent on a slow Cnnarder, when 
they might havo reached New Yoik 
two days earlier if dispatched by the 
American line. The fast German boats 
leaving Southampton on Sunday and 
Thursday got no mail, except specially 
addressed correspondence. The British 
authorities persist in limiting tho mails 
to America to two per week, although 
four weekly mails are sent from New 
York.
